SPARKS FROM MARK: 

It is hard to believe that Lent is fast 
approaching, with the coming of Ash Wednesday 
on February 25. Oh yeh, don't forget about "Fat 
Tuesday" either. That too is an important day in 
our preparation to enter into the Lenten desert, 
planning for the bath of rebirth at Easter. Fat 
Tuesday is celebrated throughout the world with 
each country, seeming to have its own tradition 
and twist of things. 

"Fat Tuesday" derives it name from French 
word Madri Gras. The name comes from the 
tradition of slaughtering and feasting upon fatted 
calves on the last day of Carnival. The word 
carnival comes from the Latin word came vale, 
meaning "farewell to the flesh". 

In Scotland the day is known as Shrove 
Tuesday, coming from the word "to shrive" or 
"hear confessions". The tradition is to make your 



confession and to be cleansed or purified of your 
sins before the beginning of lent. 

The English call it "Pancake Tuesday" from the 
custom of making pancakes, to make sure that 
one uses up the all the fat, eggs, and dairy 
before the fasting and abstinence of Lent. 

As you can see Fat Tuesday is the last hurrah, 
if you will, before the marking of the Lenten 
season with the celebration of Ash Wednesday. 
It only seems right to me that we do "Fat 
Tuesday" up style, full of feasting and 
celebration. 

So this coming week I am beginning to plan 
for my "Fat Tuesday" celebration, and you can 
be assured it will consists of some homemade 
pancakes with lots of butter, plus sugar and even 
some jam, truly a low carb-dieters nightmare. 

Perhaps, I can even fit in one of those ooie, 
gooie cinnamon rolls, you know the ones with 
the white frosting, caramel topping and covered 
with nuts. However, being Fat Tuesday all that's 
alright. Remember, I am weird about these 
kinds of things. And if my cardiologist asks about 
it I 'll have to tell him it didn't taste very good, so 
I didn't spit it out. 

I hope your planning for Fat Tuesday will be as 
fun as mine, enjoy feast and celebrate well, for 
Ash Wednesday brings with it fasting, praying 
and almsgiving.

4. Completing the weekly homework 
assignments including the accompanying 
practical application (approximately 2 
hours of preparation outside of class each 

We are considering offering the Crown group 
study beginning in Lent this year. If you are 
interested, please contact Fr.

The cost for this study is $55.00 per couple or 
$45.00 per individual which is the cost of the 
materials. The study is very practical. Each 
time you learn a principle, you will apply what 
you have learned. For example, you will 
complete a debt repayment schedule and start a 
budget. Those participating in the adult study 



receive a Study Manual, the Practical 
Application Workbook and a copy of "Your 
Money Counts". Groups are kept small to 
assure time for sharing and accountability. 
Classes meet once a week for two hours each 
session. 

If you are interested in learning sound 
principles that will help you in your relationship 
with Jesus Christ, please consider this study.
